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PREPACS 


This  monograph  describes  the  structures,  access,  and 
declassification  procedures  for  Soviet-era  civil  and  military 
archives  located  in  Moscow.  Although  there  are  nvunerous  holdings 
within  former  Soviet  territory  housing  materials  dated  between 
1917  and  1991,  only  those  associated  with  the  top  leadership 
bodies  (the  Communist  Party  of  the  Soviet  Union  (CPSU)  Politburo, 
Secretariat,  and  Central  Committee);  the  diplomatic,  security,  and 
intelligence  services  (the  NKVD,  KGB,  and  GRU) ;  and  the  former 
Soviet  military  are  exeimined  in  this  paper.  The  author  gathered 
most  of  the  information  for  this  document  through  interviews  with 
Russian  archive  officials  during  a  visit  to  Moscow  between  May  23 
and  May  31,  1992.  The  information  cutoff  date  is  October  1992. 

This  monograph  is  a  part  of  the  ongoing  RAND  project  on  World 
VJar  II,  the  early  Cold  War,  and  Korean  War  POW-MIA  issues. 

Research  for  this  paper  was  sponsored  by  the  Under  Secretary  of 
Defense  for  Policy  and  undertaken  within  the  International 
Security  and  Defense  Strategy  Progr^un  of  RAND's  National  Defense 
Research  Institute,  a  federally  funded  research  and  development 
center  sponsored  by  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  Defense  and  the 
Joint  staff.

The  Russian  state  archive  is  managed  by  the  Russian 
government's  Convnittee  on  Archival  Affairs  {Roskomarkhiv)  .  Rudolf 
Germanovich  Pikhoia,  a  historian  of  prerevolutionary  Russia  from 
Russian  President  Boris  Yeltsin's  home  base  of  Yekatarinaburg 
(formerly  Sverdlovsk),  is  Roskomarkhiv' s  cliairman.  Pi)choia  has 
)3een  instrumental  in  allowing  Western  access  to  the  unclassified 
portions  of  the  archives  under  his  jurisdiction,  having  negotiated 
a  March  1992  contract  signed  between  the  Hoover  Institution  on 
War,  Peace,  and  Revolution  and  the  Russian  Coimittee  on  Archival 
Affairs.  However,  this  contract  only  accounts  for  about  25 
percent  of  the  total  files.  The  remaining  75  percent  are  still 
classified;  thus,  most  materials  have  not  been  released  to 
researchers.  Pilchoia  has  hedged  on  allowing  declassification  of 
the  remaining  files  until  legislation  on  state  secrets  is  passed 
by  the  Russian  parliament,  which  may  occur  in  late  1992  or  early 
1993. 

Roskomarkhiv  manages  three  Ccsmunist  Party  archive  holdings. 
First,  the  Center  for  the  Preservation  of  Contemporary  Documents 
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hou««*  CPSU  Central  ConsittM  ■atarials  dating  Iroa  Octobar  1952 
through  August  1991.  as  wall  aa  aoaa  aarliar  holdings  transfarrad 
Croai  tha  KGB  bacausa  of  thair  sansitivity  or  usafulnass  to  party 
and  stata  officials  during  tha  Soviat  pariod.  According  to 
raports  and  intarviaws.  tha  aatarials  ara  dividad  into  thraa 
archiva  holdings:  tha  Archivas  of  Landing  Cadras.  tha  Currant 
Archivas  of  tha  CBSU.  and  tha  Archivas  of  Landing  Organs.  Thasa 
racords  contain  filas  on  tha  intamal  workings  of  tha  C^U  and  its 
tins  to  othar  coawunist  partias  throughout  tha  world,  papars  of 
tha  Cantral  Coswittaa  Sacratariat.  and  docuMots  froa  tha  Cantral 
CoBwittaa  dapartswnts.  Sacond.  tha  Bussian  Cantar  of  Consarvatioo 
and  Study  of  Kacords  for  Hodam  History  includas  thraa  aajor 
holdings;  tha  Social  History  of  Buropa  Oapartaant.  tha  DapartjsanC 
of  OocusMnts  of  tha  Political  History  of  Russia,  and  tha 
OapartsMnt  of  Xntamational  Labor  and  Coasainist  Organitat  ions  and 
Hovaswnts.  Hany  aatarials.  howavar.  hava  rafarancas  to  spacial 
doaaiars  (Oaobaia  PapAa}  that  indicata  thay  wara  transfarrad  to 
tha  post -1952  archivas.  apparantly  for  aacurity  raasons .  Third, 
tha  Krasilin  Archiva  is  tha  laast  known  of  tha  toraar  Soviat 
archivas  containing  CPSU  holdings.  Much  inforaation  on  this 
racord  group  is  sacendhand,  sinca  accaas  is  raatrietad  to  a  taw 
individuals.  Locatad  at  two  diffarant  sitas  within  and  naar  tha 
Krsaiin.  tha  Krsalin  Archiva  is  also  known  as  tha  Prasidantial 
Archiva.  tt  twis  undar  tha  diract  control  of  fomar  OSSR  Prasidant 
Kikhail  Oorbachav  until  his  ratiranant  in  Dacanbar  1991.  Thraa 
saetiona  ara  known:  tha  l^pacial  filaa.  racords  fro»  tha  Oanaral 
Dapartnant  undar  tha  OCfica  of  tha  OSSR  Prasidant.  and  Stalin’s 
parsonal  papars. 

finally.  HoakosMrkhi v  also  st^rvisas  tha  racantly  Comad 
Russian  Stata  Archivas.  Craatad  in  Nay  1992.  this  holding 
contains  aatarials  ralstad  to  Ihtssian  govanssantal  organs  Croa  tha 
aarly  19th  cantury  to  tha  praaant.  Spacific  aatarials  includa 
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docuMnts  ot  thm  ItummiMn  Fadcratlon,  including  th«  RSPSR^  Supraow 
Soviat,  fISFSfl  Ccxmcil  of  Miniatara.  and  poaaibly  tha  RGB  organa 
found  in  RSFSR  obiaaCa  (provincaa)<  kraim  (an  adaiiniatrativa 
diviaion  baaad  on  gaography  or  athnic  group) .  and  raiona

Tha  Dapartsant  of  Miatory  and  Racorda  of  tha  Ruaaian  .^oraign 
Miniatry  auparviaaa  two  archivaai  tha  Ruaaian  Foraign  Policy 
Archiva  and  tha  laparial  Ruaaian  Foraign  Policy  Archiva.  Tha 
Ruaaian  Foraign  Policy  Archiva  containa  Soviat  foraign  policy 
natariala  froai  1917  to  1991  and  Ruaaian  racorda  fros  1993  to  tha 
praaant .  Thia  collaction  la  aMll  coaparad  to  othar  holdinga. 

Tha  archiva,  which  cootaina  inforsacioo  fron  tha  Foraign  Miniatry, 
aabaaaiaa.  and  tha  Unitad  Natlooa.  la  dividad  into  t%«o  sain 
aactiona,  tha  Central  Fila  and  tha  Cable  File.

Tha  arehivas  of  tha  KGB.  tdiich  consist  of  thraa  twldings— tha 
KGB  Cantral  Archiva.  tha  Pirst  Chiaf  Diractorata  Archiva,  and  tha 
Oapartaant  IS  Archiva-ancoapass  a  rathar  larga  nattrork  of  all- 
union,  ri^puhlican,  and  ragiooal  filas.  Pikhoia  is  attaspting  to 
placa  thasa  filas  undar  Momkemmrkhiv  but  has  had  lisdtad  succass. 
Tha  succassora  to  tha  Rcap-tha  Ministry  of  Sacurity  and  tha  Poraign 
Intalliganca  Sarviea-rafusa  to  ralaasa  aatarials.  Russian 
Prasidant  Boris  Yaltsin  is  unabla  to  forca  tha  intalliganca 
agancias  to  opan  thair  arehivas  bacausa  of  intransiganca  aaong  tha 
archiva  diractors.

Tha  KGB  Cantral  Archiva.  spanning  froai  1917  to  tha  prasant, 
is  organisad  chronologically  by  tha  forsar  sacurity  organs  of  tha 
Soviat  stata-VChkP  (Chaka.  1917-19221.  GPO  (Stata  Political 
Ateinistration.  1922-1923).  OOPG  (Onifiad  Stata  Political 
A^sinistration.  1923-1934).  MCVD  (Paopla's  Consdssariat  of 
Xntamal  Affairs.  1934-1944).  NOB  (Ministry  of  Stata  Sacurity, 
1944-1953).  and  tha  KOB  (CoaRlttaa  for  Stata  Sacurity.  1953-1991). 
Thaaa  ara  subdlvldad  by  naia  diractoratas  and  dapartasnts. 

Othar  KGB  arehivas  asist  saparataly  fron  tha  ROB  Cantral 
Archiva  and  lia  outsida  of  its  control.  Tha  arehivas  of  tha  Pirst 
Chiaf  Oiractoraca  aara  alanys  kapt  saparata  froa  tha  ROB  Cantral 
Arehivas.  tha  filas  of  tMs  diractorata  hava  baan  transfarrad  to 
tha  Poraign  Intalliganca  Agancy.  ahieh  is  diractad  by  Bvganll 
Priaakov.  It  is  not  known  asset ly  hew  thay  ara  organisad. 

Pinal ly.  tha  ROB* a  Oapartwmt  15  has  a  spacial  sat  of 
arehivas.  This  holding  anccapassaa  aatarials  ralatad  to  Kn 
raaponaibility  for  stata  sacurity  and  control  in  aaargaocy 
situations,  such  as  ouclaar  war.  Tha  location  of  this  archiva  is 
unknown.

'Hi*  GRU  archive  is  similar  in  structure  to  the  KGB  Central 
Archives.  The  GRU  holdings  consist  of  materials  from  six 
directorates  responsible  for  various  geographical  areas.  Each 
directorate  kept  notes  on  different  aspects  of  intelligence¬ 
gathering  operations,  such  as  reconnaissance,  electronic 
intelligence,  information  gathering,  personnel  records, 
correspondence,  reporters,  special  operations,  ari  money 
transfers.  These  were  kept  in  chronological  order  and  are 
completely  separate  from  the  Russian  Conmittee  on  Archival 
Affairs.  The  lack  of  subject  indexes  for  these  records  presents  a 
considerable  research  obstacle. 

CIS  MlLZTARy  ARCSXVU 

The  CIS  military  archives  are  managed  by  the  Historical- 
Archival  Department  of  the  General  Staff.  This  department  acts  in 
the  same  capacity  as  the  Russian  State  Ccxmnittee  on  Archival 
Affairs  under  the  Russian  government  but  is  separate  frc.a  it.  The 
departSMnt  responsible  for  handling  inquiries  to  use  the  holdings 
of  the  military  archives  is  the  Central  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of 
Defense  and  the  Central  Naval  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of  Defense. 
The  Central  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of  Defense  contains  files  on 
the  Soviet  military  from  1939  to  the  present,  including  CIS 
oksterials,  while  the  Central  Naval  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of 
Defenr.e  contains  post-1939  naval  records.  Several  other  military 
archives  exist,  including  the  Central  State  Archives  of  the  Soviet 
Amy  and  Military  Medical  Museum.

The  post-Soviet  archives  present  substMtial  problems  for  the 
Western  scholar  and  analyst: 

•  Declassification  will  remain  a  key  obstacle  to  any  quick 
access  to  records  in  the  post-Soviet  archives  found  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Russian  Coomittee  on  Archival 
Affairs.  Little  movmsent  can  be  expected  on 
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d«classif ication  froai  tha  dafansa  and  forvar  KGB  lobbias, 
sinca  thay  aaak  to  protact  thair  intaraats.  Tha  Ruasian 
govarnnant  haa  accoaaaodatad  thaaa  groupa  by  placing 
furthar  liauta  on  accaaa  to  aatariala  fro*  tha  Soviat 
pariod. 

•  Rotkoamrkhiv  only  axiparviaaa  tha  archivaa  undar  ita 
juriadiction-yat  tha  Ruaalan  Foraign  Kiniatry  archivaa. 
tha  Ruaaian  Stata  Archivaa.  tlta  KGB  archivaa,  tha  GRU 
archivaa.  and  tha  CIS  •ilitary  archivaa  raaaiin 
autonoanua.  Evan  Yaltain  hiaaalf  cannot  ordar  tha 
ralaaaa  of  docxiaanta  outaida  of  Roakoawrithi  v,  which 
cooplicataa  how  tha  Ruaaian  govamaant  will  handla 
archival  affaira  in  tha  futura. 

•  Throughout  tha  fonaar  Soviat  archival  ayataa.  aanagara 
and  archiviata  coaplain  bittarly  about  tha  lack  of  funda 
and  aanpowar  naadad  to  paal  away  yaara  of  aacracy.  Ona 
aanagar  atatad  that,  baaad  on  currant  funding  lavals.  it 
will  taka  a  dacada  bafora  any  aatariala  can  ba  ralaaaad. 
Othar  aanagara  claia  that  diaaatar  ia  iaainant  in  tha 
archivaa.  aa  docuaanta  dacay  or  ara  uaad  aa  political 
waapona  to  aabarraaa  tha  Soviat  ragiaa. 

To  corract  thair  fiacal  troublaa,  aany  archivaa  hava  tumad 
to  Waatarn  funding  aourcaa.  Romkommrkhiv  offlciala  ara  praparad 
to  conault  and  collaborata  with  Waatarnara.  Opportunitiaa  for 
Waatarn  work  In  tha  poat -Soviat  archivaa  ara  attract iva  for 
hiatoriana  and  policy  analyata  alika.  But  Waatarnara  ahould  ba 
awara  that  tha  archivaa  lack  in-dapth  indaxing  ayataau . 

U.S.  archiviata  and  othar  apacialiata  could  ba  of  graat 
aaaiatanca  in  praaarving  and  broadaning  accaaa  to  tha  poat -Soviat 
archivaa.  Thaaa  profaasionala  could  racoaawnd  which  holdinga 
should  hava  tha  highast  priority  for  prasarvation  and  could 
davalop  rafaranca  tools  to  halp  locata  filas.  Ovarall,  an 
unpracadantad  opportunity  awaits  for  archiviata  and  analysts  to 
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halp  solv*  Moy  of  th«  aystorioa  surrounding  Sovist  docisionsnking 
sine*  1917.

Bmtoxm  th«  August  1991  Hoscow  eoi^  sttsapt,  ons 
eharactsristic  of  ths  Sovist  Iftilon's  archival  systsai  was  its 
highly  csntralizsd  naturs.  DocuMnts  of  ths  Sovist  psriod  wars 
houssd  in  cantral  storags  facilitiss  and  tisrs  not  availabls  for 
rsssarch.  With  ths  ssMrgsncs  of  fonssr  Sovist  Prssidsnt  Mikhail 
Gorbachsv's  glmmoomt,  many  rsssarchsrs,  both  Russian  and 
Wsstsmsrs  aliks,  hopsd  that  accsss  to  Sovist  archivss  would 
bscoBw  sasisr.  HoiMvsr,  littls  information  tricklsd  out  from  ths 
archivss.  bscauss  officials  dsssMd  ths  rscords  politically 
ssnsitivs. 

On  August  19.  1991.  ths  conditions  affscting  accsss  to  ths 
archivss  changsd  dramatically.  Blsmsnts  within  ths  csntral 
political  structures  of  ths  KGB.  ths  Sovist  military,  ths  USSR 
Cabinet  of  Ministers,  and  ths  Supreme  Sovist  launched  a  coup  to 
oust  Prssidsnt  Mikhail  Gorbachev  and  reverse  ths  course  of  reform 
within  ths  Sovist  Union.  Thm  failed  coup  attsopt  led  to  ths 
collapse  of  ths  Kremlin's  authority.  Dsmocratic  reformers,  who 
recognized  ths  political  potential  of  exposing  ths  crimes  and 
errors  of  ths  Sovist  system,  quickly  seized  a  majority  of  ths 
archives  on  Russian  territory.  Sosm  materials  are  being  used  as 
political  weapons  against  Yeltsin's  opponents'>most  notably 
Gorbachev  and  former  Politburo  swster  Aleksandr  Yakovlev. 

This  paper  discusses  the  emerging  post-Soviet  archive  system. 
Background  infonnation  on  various  archival  systesis  is  provided  to 
assist  the  reader  in  understanding  the  current  archival 
organizational  changes.  This  work  also  explores  the  requiresients 
researchers  must  fulfill  to  gain  access  to  holdings  fMind  on 
Russian  territory.  The  paper  concludes  with  an  assessment  of  the 
declassification  procedures,  access  problems,  and  the  status  of 
currant  and  future  Western  initiatives  to  microfilm  the  holdings. 
Finally,  the  appendices  supply  archive  addresses  and  phone 
numbers,  as  vrell  as  documentation  for  access. 
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Section  2  of  this  pap«r  provides  background  inforaation  on 
th*  Russian  govanussnt's  suparvision  of  ths  archivas  found  on 
Russian  tsrritory.  Soctions  3,  4.  5,  6,  and  7  sxasdna  tha 
organization  of  tha  Cosssunist  Party,  foreign  ministry,  Russian 
stats,  RGB,  GK3,  and  CIS  ailitary  archives,  nte  final  section 
discusses  the  probleas  of  declassification  and  access  procedures.

Following  th«  failur*  of  tha  August  1991  coup,  Russian 
Prasidant  Boris  Yaltsin  a»vad  quickly  to  saiza  control  of  tha 
archivas  of  tha  Ci:— mist  Party  of  tha  Soviat  Union  (CPSU) ;  tha 
antira  Soviat  stata  apparatus,  inclviding  tha  ainistrias;  and  tha 
KGB.  On  August  24,  1991,  tha  Russian  laadar  dacraad  that  tha 
archivas  of  tha  CPSU  and  tha  KGB  would  ba  placad  undar  tha 
authority  of  tha  Russian  Ccastittaa  for  Archival  Affairs 
(Roskestarkhiv) .  In  lata  1991,  as  tha  all-union  Soviat  govartunant 
collapsad,  Roskonarkhiv  took  full  control  of  tha  Soviat  archival 
systaa  frcn  its  pradacassor,  tha  USSR  Stata  Coonittaa  on  Archivas 
(Giavaxkhiv) . 


Wastam  analysts  should  racogniza  that  archival  rafora  was  an 
iaqmrtant  political  topic  bafora  tha  Soviat  collapsa.  On  tha  all- 
union  laval,  tha  archivas  bacasM  tha  sub j act  of  dabata  anong 
various  circlas  that  wantad  to  usa  tha  holdings  for  political 
purposas.  By  tha  and  of  1990,  Giavarkhiv,  haadad  by  a  Coonunist 
Party  consarvativa,  Fador  Vaganov,  rafusad  to  subnit  a  plan  to  tha 
Russian  parliaatant  that  would  opan  up  tha  Soviat  archivas  to  both 
Russian  and  Wastam  rasaarchars.  But  tha  Hoscow  Stata  Historico- 
Archival  Xnstituta,  undar  tha  diraction  of  proninant  Russi<m 
danocrat  Yuri  Afanasayav,  wantad  Giavarkhiv  to  ralax  its  accass 
standards . 

Archival  affairs  on  tha  rapublican  laval  cana  undar  tha 
influanca  of  cantrifugal  forcas.  As  aarly  as  1989-1990,  alsiost 
all  of  tha  rapublics  *rara  drafting  thair  otm  national  laws  on 
archivas  and  daclaring  thair  indapandanca  fron  Giavarkhiv, 
including  Russia.  In  Hoscow,  for  instanca,  Roskoatarkhiv  was 
formad  from  tha  Russian  Fadaration  Giavarkhiv.  Moraovar,  in  tha 
Baltic  rapublics,  tha  archivas  bacasta  a  sourca  of  political 
struggla.  Nationalists  attamptad  to  saiza  tha  KGB  archiva  of 
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Lithiumia,  to  Axpoao  intoll Igonco  ogonto  %fho  opiod  on 
inhnbitonts . ^ 

•y  1991.  tho  Ruooian  Fodorotion  ottoaptod  to  soizo  tho 
•rchlvoo  within  it*  torritory.  Rudolf  Goraonovich  Pikhoia,  a 
hiatorian  of  prorovolutionazy  Russia  froai  Yoltsin's  hoas  bass  of 
Yokatarinahurg  (fozasrly  Svozdlovsk),  was  appointod  chaizaan  of 
Romkommrkhiv.  Undor  his  loadorship.  rofora-Bd.ndod  archivists  who 
sharod  tho  goal  of  oxposing  tho  CPSD's  and  KGB's  acts  against 
Soviot  citizons  transforrod  froa  Glmvmrkhiv  to  Pikhoia's 
Romkemurkbiv.  Siaultanoously,  Pikhoia.  with  Yoltsin's  holp.  sovod 
ahoad  to  taka  ovor  all  archivos  found  within  Russia,  including  tho 
Ccaaunist  Party  archivos.  Pikhoia  and  Yoltsin  supportod  a  vroll- 
orchostratod  caapaign  in  tho  aodia  to  roaovo  socrocy  rulos  frca 
tho  Ccaaunist  Party  archivos.  Following  Yoltsin's  docroo  banning 
tho  Ccoaunist  Party  in  tsorkplacos  in  Russia  in  July  1991.  many 
articlos  appoarod  calling  for  tho  rsaoval  of  *unnoodod  docuaonts* 
frca  CooBsinist  Party  storago  facilitios  as  a  prossuro  tactic  to 
opmn  tho  archivos.^

Dovolopaonts  accoloratod  following  tho  failod  August  coup. 
Yoltsin.  in  a  draaatic  act,  issuod  docroos  on  August  24,  1991, 
calling  for  tho  soizuro  of  all  Cosaunist  Party  and  KGB  archivos  on 
Russian  torritory  and  thoir  tranafor  to  Roakommrkhiv.

Tha  Russian  Coanittaa  on  Archival  Affairs  undar  tha  Russian 
govanusant  managas  thraa  Ccaanmist  Party  archivas:  tha  Cantar  for 
tha  Prasarvatlon  of  ContaB<>orary  Oocumants,  tihich  housas  CPSU 
Cantral  Coanittaa  archivas  dating  from  Octobar  1952  through  August 
1991;  tho  Russian  Cantor  of  Consarvation  and  Study  of  Racords  for 
Modam  History,  which  contains  matarials  bafora  1952;  and  tha 
Krasdin  Archiva.  Iha  Russian  Coanittaa  on  Archival  Affairs  also 
suparvisas  tha  racantly  formad  Russian  Stats  Archivas,  which 
storas  Mtarials  ralatad  to  Russian  govomswntal  organs  fron  tha 
aarly  19th  cantury  to  tha  prosant. 

Roakoaiarkhiv  has  four  daputy  chairman  rasponsibla  for  various 
activitias,  although  it  is  unclaar  what  thair  spacific  dutios  aro. 
Anatolli  Stafanovich  Prokopanko,  Vladimir  Alaksaavich  Tiunaav, 
Valor ii  Ivanovich  Abraonv,  and  Vladiad.r  Patrovich  Kozlov,  undar 
Pikhola's  diraction,  hava  a<BBinistrativa  dutias  ovar  tha  archivas. 
Thraa  of  tha  daputy  chairman-Prokopanko,  Tiunaav,  and  Kozlov-ara 
trainad  archivists.  Abrasiov,  tdw  %#orkod  in  tha  Russiem 
govammant,  sorvas  as  a  liaison  batwaan  Romkotoarkhiv  and  tha 
Russian  govarnsiant.  Undar  tha  four  daputy  chairman  aro  15 
dapartmonts.  Tha  Intarnational  Dapartmant,  haadad  by  Vladimir 
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Tarasov,  raports  diractly  to  Pikhoia  and  coordinatas  contacts 
bat«raan  Roakoamrkhiv  and  tha  Wast.  Thara  ara  othar  dapartaants, 
such  as  tha  Prasarvation  and  Consarvation  Oapartaant,  %irhich 
chaatically  traats  docusMnts  to  pravant  dacay;  tha  Archiva  Policy 
Dapartsant,  which  is  rasponsibla  for  Baking  policy  dacisions  on 
t)M  20  archivas  housad  in  and  around  Moscow;^  tha  V#ork  with 
Institutions  Oapartswnt,  which  suiintains  contact  with  othar 
archivas  throughout  Moscow;  tha  Tachnical  Mattars  Dapartaant. 
which  acts  as  a  proparty  aanagar  for  tha  archivas,  saking  sura 
that  storaga  facilitias  and  aquipaant  ara  t«all  asintainad;  and  a 
Pinanca  Dapartaant,  vdiich  distributas  funds  throughout  tha  Russian 
stata  archival  systaa. 

Romkoaarkbiv  officials  hava  facad  a  draaatic  loss  of  funding 
sines  tha  Soviat  collapsa.  Tha  Russian  parliaswnt  only  approvad 
25  parcant  of  thair  budgat  for  1992.  Consaquantly,  budgats  for 
tha  archivas  found  undar  tha  Russian  stata  archival  systam  hava 
suffarad.  Staff  sMsdoars  ara  dasnralizad  but  hopaful  that  thay  can 
pursua  lucrativa  contracts  with  Wastamars  to  prasarva  tha 
holdings  frcai  tha  Soviat  pariod.

T9m  Cantar  for  tha  Prasarvati«i  of  Contaaporary  Doctiaants 
(CPCD)  (Tsantr  khrananiia  sovraaannoi  dokimmaftmii  (TSJChSZ)])  is 
locatad  at  tha  Romkommrkhiv  sita  and  contains  30  Billion  filas, 
tha  largast  collaction  in  tha  Russian  stats  archival  systaa.  Tha 
cantar 's  diractor,  Raa  Andraavich  Usikov,  workad  in  tha  Cantral 
Coaaittaa  Ganaral  Oapartisant  for  auch  of  his  caraar.  His 
appointaant  was  significant.  Ha  is  vary  faailiar  with  tha  CPSU 
filas.  bacausa  tha  CPSU  Cantral  Ospartaant  in  which  ha  workad 
aonitorad  tha  flow  of  papar  throughout  tha  CPSU  apparatus.

Tha  CPCD  housas  CPSU  Cantral  Coaaittaa  archivas  dating  froa 
Octobar  1952  through  August  1991,  as  wall  as  soas  aarliar 
Mtarials  transfarrad  froa  othar  holdings  bacausa  of  thair 
sansitivity  or  usafulnass  to  party  and  stata  officials  during  tha 
Soviat  pariod.  Tha  aatarials  ara  dividad  into  thraa  racord 
groups  I  tha  Archivas  of  Landing  Cadras.  locatad  in  a  *naarby

CPCD  Muiagars  claisi  that  sosm  racords  can  ba  daclassif  iad,  but 
this  has  not  baan  attaaptad  bacausa  thara  is  no  raviaw  systaa.  In 
aost  easas,  archivists  rathar  than  aanagars  aaka  tha  final 
dacision  on  whathar  a  docxosanC  is  daclassif iad.  Archiva  aanagars 
hava  daclassitiad  innocuous  holdings  of  tha  CPSU's  doaastic 
activitias.  Tha  holdings  of  tha  CPSU  Organixational -Party  Work 
Dapartaant,  Idaology  Dapartsant.  Sclanca  and  Cultura  Dapartaant, 
and  Agricultura  Dapartaant  ara  now  opan  to  rasaarchars . ^

The  Russian  Center  of  Conservation  and  Study  of  Records  for 
Modern  History  (RCCSRMH)  (RossiisAci  TsenCr  JChranoniia  lizucheniia 
DokuamnCov  Nbveishei  Istorii  (RT>JChIDM71 )  is  stored  in  the 
building  of  the  foramr  Central  Party  Archive  of  the  Institute  for 
Marxism-Leninism.  The  director,  Kiril  Anderson,  is  a  historian. 
Oleg  Maumov  and  Yuri  Amiantov  are  Anderson's  deputy  directors. 
Before  the  collapse  of  the  CPSU  in  1991,  the  Central  Party  Archive 
«Mia  treated  as  a  branch  of  the  CPSU  Central  Coamittee  Ideology 
Dapartment.  The  RCCSIQffi  contains  about  1.5  million  files.  A 
doxen  or  so  sdcrofilm  machines  are  available,  although  electrical 
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•hortag**  hanpar  thair  uaa.  Photocopias  can  only  ba  nada  with  tha 
aid  of  an  archival  assistant. 

Tha  Cantar's  contants  ara  organizad  into  thraa  siajor 
holdings.  Tha  Social  History  of  Europa  Dapartswnt  contains 
natarials  in  Russian,  Pranch,  and  Oansan  ralatad  to  tha 
davalc^paisnt  of  socialism  in  Europa  in  tha  19th  cantury.  Tha 
Dapartswnt  of  Docuswnts  of  tha  Political  History  of  Russia 
includas  tha  racords  of  tha  CPSU  Cantral  Coamittaa  and  its 
laadarship  from  tha  Bolshavik  Ravolution  to  tha  19th  Party 
Congrass  in  Octobar  1952,  including  tha  parsonal  papars  of 
Vladimir  Lanin,  Karl  Marx,  Friadrich  Engals,  Laon  Trotsky,  Andrai 
Zhdanov,  Viachaslav  Molotov,  and  othars.  Soaw  NKVD  (Paopla's 
CooBussariat  of  Intamal  Affairs)  filas  can  ba  found  hara  that 
concam  Stalin's  purgas  in  tha  1930s.  Tha  Dapartswnt  of 
Intamational  Labor  and  Communist  Organizations  and  Movamants 
includas  50  siillion  filas  from  tha  Cowintam  and  Cominform. 
Howavar,  swtarials  found  in  thasa  thraa  holdings  hava  rafarancas 
to  spacial  dossiars  lOsobaia  Papka),  %#hich  indicata  that  thay  t#ara 
transfarrad  to  tha  post-1952  archiva.^  RCCSRMH  contains  about  1.5 
million  wall-curatad  filas  that  ara  kapt  in  a  six-story,  concrata- 
ancasad,  tsmparatura-controllad  vault  in  tha  cantar  of  tha 
building. 

RCCSRMH  also  has  thraa  minor  dapartmants  that  daal  with 
adninistrativa  mattars  and  axtamal  communications.  Tha  Editorial 
Dapartswnt,  Compiling  and  Racording  Dspartmant,  and  tha 
Informational  Ralations  Dapartswnt  fulfill  suuay  raquiraawnts 
naadad  to  swnaga  contacts  with  tha  Mast.  TVo  othar  dapartawnts, 
tha  Photocopy  Dapartmant  and  tha  Rastoration  and  Prasarvation 
Dapartswnt,  fulfill  basic  bibliographical  and  archival  naads. 

Tha  RCCSRMH' s  aconomic  status  is  unstabla,  and  its  swnagars 
saak  comswrcial  ralationships  with  Wastam  firsw.  Tha  alactricity 
is  kapt  off  in  low-priority  araas  of  tha  building,  and  a  shortaga 
of  light  bulbs  makas  mattars  worsa.  Tha  financial  situation  has

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also  taksn  a  toll  on  tha  staff.  Osspita  tha  fact  that  dozans  of 
archivists  hava  laft  thair  jobs  in  tha  last  faw  months,  194  staff 
msmbars  ramain,  including  1€  Wastamars  contractad  to  work  in  tha 
archivas.'^  Accass  for  Wastam  institutions  and  thair  rasaarchars 
is  availabla.  Tha  RCCSRMH  has  a  dagraa  of  autonomy  in  signing 
contracts  with  institutions  for  nagotiatad  sums  of  monay. 
Rasaarchars,  on  tha  othar  hand,  can  simply  gain  accass  by  tnriting 
a  lattar  accompaniad  by  a  raccmnandation  from  thair  parent 
institution  for  research  vfork.  Tha  materials  to  be  raquastad  must 
be  clearly  described,  since  not  only  tha  RCCSRMH  can  reject  tha 
request  but  also  Romkoautrkhiv,  if  tha  accass  process  is  passed  to 
its  offices.  Once  inside  tha  archives,  tha  researcher  will  be 
given  passes  and  othar  docunmntation  for  entry  (sea  Appendix  B) .

The  Krasklin  Archive  is  tha  least  known  of  tha  former  Soviet 
archives.  Information  on  its  activities  is  sketchy  since 
rasaarchars  are  not  given  accass.  Located  at  two  different  sites 
within  and  nearby  tha  Kremlin,  these  holdings  are  also  known  as 
tha  Presidential  Archive  (tha  name  %fas  changed  from  Kremlin 
Archive  to  Presidential  Archive  in  June  1990). ^  These  holdings 
ware  under  tha  direct  control  of  former  USSR  President  Mikhail 
Gorbachev  until  his  retirement  in  December  1991.  A  staff  of  25 
people  smintains  these  holdings,  %d)ich  are  believed  to  be  in  six 
sections.’  Three  sections  are  known  to  exist.  First,  the  Special 
Piles  contain  the  aaost  sensitive  files  of  the  Coomunist  Party  euid

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KGB  laadarship,  including  protocols  of  Politburo  msetings  through 
1991,  historical  documantation  on  tha  Soviat  nuclaar  waapon 
program,  and  classifiad  matarials  from  NKVD  and  KGB  archivas.^*^ 
Inportamtly,  thasa  filas  are  being  accessed  by  the  Yeltsin 
government  to  support  tha  Russian  president's  legal  battle  with 
coonunists  who  want  to  resurrect  the  CPSU.^^  A  second  section 
contains  records  from  the  General  Department  under  the  Office  of 
the  USSR  President.  These  materials  contain  all  papers  associated 
with  this  office,  which  existed  frcxn  1989  to  1991.  Once  under  the 
guidance  of  accused  coup-plotter  Valerii  Boldin,  these  records  are 
now  being  used  to  press  charges  against  the  coup  plotters.  A 
third  section  consists  of  Stalin's  personal  papers.  According  to 
some  officials,  2dx>ut  17,000  documents  can  be  found  in  this 
holding,  with  Stalin's  handwritten  notation  that  they  were  to  be 
placed  'in  my  archive.

Prior  to  the  August  1991  coup  attsmpt,  accsss  to  ths  Soviat 
Porsign  Ministry  archivs  was  limitsd.  Fsw  intsrasting  documnts 
wars  ralaasad,  bacausa  of  tha  daclassification  procass.  Only  a 
handful  of  rasaarchars  ware  allowed  entry  into  these  archives 
after  August  1990  whan  the  Soviat  government  decreed  that 
materials  over  30  years  old  could  be  declassified  and  that  a 
ccsmittee  of  retired  diplomats  %«ould  review  the  documents. 
Simultaneously,  the  Soviet  Foreign  Ministry  began  to  publish 
archival  materials  in  Vestnik  MID,  the  official  organ  of  the 
ministry.  Soviet  diplcanatic  materials  on  World  War  II  were  a 
popular  subject  within  its  covers. 

Following  the  collapse  of  the  Soviet  Union,  the  archives  of 
the  Ministry  of  External  Relations  (only  in  existence  in  Fall 
1991)  and  its  successor,  the  Russian  Foreign  Ministry,  came  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Russian  Federation.  Yet  they  remained 
autonomous  from  the  Russian  state  archival  system,  since  they  were 
considered  distinct  ministerial  archives.  The  Department  of 
History  euid  Records  of  the  Russian  Foreign  Ministry  supervises  the 
two  foreign  ministry  archives:  the  Russieui  Foreign  Policy 
Archives  and  the  Is^rial  Russiem  Foreign  Policy  Archives  (see 
Figure  2) .

The  Russian  Foreign  Policy  Archive  (RFPA)  is  housed  at  an 
unmarked,  high-security  building  near  the  Russian  Foreign 
Ministry.  Igor  Vladimirovich  Lebedev  is  the  director  of  the 
Department  of  History  and  Records  of  the  Russieui  Foreign  Ministry, 
which  supervises  the  RFPA.  He  is  also  chief  of  the  RFPA.^

The  RFPA  contains  materials  related  to  Soviet  foreign  policy 
from  1917  to  1991  euid  Russia  from  1992  to  the  present.  With  about 
1800  files  containing  1.3  million  items,  the  collection  is  small 
con^ared  to  other  holdings,  such  as  the  CPCD  files.  The  archive, 
which  contains  information  from  the  foreign  ministry,  embassies, 
emd  the  United  Nations,  is  divided  into  two  main  sections:  the 
Central  File  and  the  Cable  File.  The  RFPA  has  several  departments 
that  help  maintain  these  records:  the  Research  Department,  the 
Publications  Department,  the  Central  Research  Library  (which  is 
defined  as  a  department),  and  the  Constitution  Department  (which 
Lebedev  meuiages) .  The  Constitution  Department's  main  objective  is 
to  ensure  certain  guarantees  for  the  RFPA  when  debate  begins  on 
archive  and  secrecy  legislation.  An  Archival  Information 
Department  is  to  be  formed  soon  for  public  relations  work  with 
foreign  interests. 

Access  and  declassification  are  a  problem  at  the  RFPA. 

Foreign  researchers  must  present  em  official  letter  fr«n  a 
sponsoring  institution  stating  topic,  materials  needed,  and  dates 
when  research  will  be  conducted.  Sometimes  requests  are  denied 
for  reasons  of  security.  For  exeui^le,  when  asked  about  the 
availability  of  Soviet  Foreign  Ministry  cables  concerning  the 
Iraqi  invasion  of  Kuwait  in  August  1990,  RFPA  officials  claimed 
there  was  no  reason  to  access  these  records,  since  America  euid  the 
Soviet  Union  were  allies  during  the  conflict.^

Complicating  matters  is  the  fact  that  up  to  two-thirds  of  the 
material  in  the  RFPA  holdings  remains  classified. 

Declassification  is  moving  at  a  very  slow  speed  because  of 
financial  difficulties,  and  a  two-thirds  reduction  in  staff  due  to 
budget  cuts  dampens  hopes  for  a  quick  resolution  to  opening 
classified  files. ^  According  to  RFPA  managers,  for  every  12 
months  of  chronological  files  to  be  declassified,  several 
individuals  will  have  to  spend  tvro  or  more  years  to  read  and 
review  sensitive  materials.  This  represents  a  huge  amount  of  time 
since  the  process  is  being  done  in  chronological  order. ^ 

nmuAL  imssiAV  fomexom  mhhstry  arcrivi 

The  lBf>erial  Russian  Foreign  Policy  Archive  (IRFPA)  is 
located  in  an  unmarked,  worn-down  building  near  the  Russian 
Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs.  The  IFFPA  is  subordinate  to  the 
Departsient  of  History  and  Records  of  the  Russian  Foreign  Ministry. 
The  director  of  IRFPA,  Igor  Vladimirovich  Budnik,  reports  to 
Lebedev  directly. 

IRFPA  contains  materials  from  1547  to  1917,  although  scmie 
materials  originated  after  1917,  because  Russian  imperial 
embassies  continued  to  operate  after  the  revolution.  With  over 
500,000  files,  the  IRFPA  has  become  increasingly  important  in 
current  political  issues.  The  Russian  Foreign  Ministry  requests 
docviments  from  the  archive  through  the  Department  of  History  euid 
Records  of  the  Russian  Foreign  Ministry.  The  issues  usually 
explored  are  boundary  disputes  involving  Alaska  and  the  Kurile

A  knowlsdgs  of  Frsnch  is  rsquirsd,  bscauss 
many  documsnts  wars  %n:ittsn  in  this  languags  (it  was  ths  sscondary 
languags  of  Russian  diplomats  in  ths  sightssnth  and  ninstssnth 
csnturiss) .  Financial  problsms  hasp  IRFPA  in  a  poor  stats.  Of  38 
possibla  managsrial  or  archivist  positions,  only  19  ars  currently 
filled.  Bscauss  of  ths  reduced  staff,  tvro  working  groups  have 
been  formed  to  contend  with  publications  euid  archive  maintenance. 
Only  two  microfiche  readers  are  availed^le,  and  their  operation 
depends  on  the  supply  of  electricity  to  the  building.  There  are 
no  photocopiers  for  researchers.

Tlia  Russian  Stata  Archiva  (RSA)  was  formad  in  May  1992 
following  tha  signing  of  a  prasidantial  dacraa  craating  tha  naw 
holdings.  Sargai  Mironanko,  a  spacialist  in  19th  cantury  Russian 
history  and  formar  daputy  diractor  of  tha  Cantar  for  tha 
Prasarvation  of  Modam  Oocumants,  is  diractor  of  tha  Russian  Stata 
Archiva . 

RSA  will  contain  all  holdings  ralatad  to  tha  Russitm 
govammantal  organs  from  tha  aarly  19th  cantury  to  tha  prasant. 
Mhtarials  bafora  1962  will  ba  availabla  to  rasaarchars,  but  all 
itams  datad  aftar  that  yaar  ara  classifiad.  Spacific  matarials 
includa  all  documants  of  tha  Russian  Fadaration,  including  tha 
RSFSR  Suprama  Soviat,  RSFSR  Council  of  Ministars,  eund  possibly  the 
KGB  organs  found  in  RSFSR  oblastB,  krais,  and  raions.  Files  on 
tha  GULAG  prison  system  might  ba  kept  hare  as  wall.^ 

mrsazAV  PRBsiDnnrxAL  archivi 

The  Russian  Prasidantial  Archiva,  also  known  as  tha  Yeltsin 
Presidential  Archiva,  was  created  in  December  1991  following  the 
2U3olishment  of  the  Soviet  Union.  It  is  stored  in  the  Kremlin. 

This  holding  contains  the  records  of  the  Russian  presidential 
apparatus  in  addition  to  records  concerning  Yeltsin's  career  as  a 
Comnunist  Party  official  and  as  Russieui  president.  According  to 
Roskomarkhiv  International  Department  Chief  Vladimir  Tarasov,  the 
Russian  Presidential  Archive  was  created  to  separate  Yeltsin's 
files  from  the  rest  of  the  Party  apparatus  holdings.  Two  key

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play«rs  ar«  involvad  in  the  managenent  ot  the  Russian  Presidential 
Archive.  First,  the  director  of  the  archive  is  Aleksandr 
Korotkov,  who  made  his  career  in  the  USSR  Main  Archive 
Administration.  A  product  of  the  Soviet  system,  Korotkov  reports 
directly  to  the  Russian  Presidential  Administration  under  the 
leadership  of  Yuri  Petrov.  Petrov,  the  second  key  player,  is  an 
old-style  apparatchik  from  Yekatarin<d>urg  who  is  known  to  have  had 
policy  disputes  with  reformers  within  the  Russian  leadership.  He 
would  likely  block  attempts  to  access  these  archives  if  a 
political  motivation  for  research  is  suggested.

l^n  its  institutional  collapss  in  ths  fall  of  1991,  the  KGB 
{Kamitmt  Gosudarstvennoi  BmzopamnoMti)  was  replaced  by  two  Russiem 
intelligence  services— the  Ministry  of  Security  emd  the  Foreign 
Intelligence  Service-one  each  for  domestic  and  foreign  activities, 
respectively. 

Researchers  and  emalysts  face  two  major  problems  when 
attempting  to  access  KGB  archives.  First,  there  are  no  rules 
concerning  declassification.  In  February  1992,  a  Russian 
presidential  comnission  on  archives  recnmended  that  KGB  files 
more  than  15  years  old  should  be  turned  over  to  the  state  archives 
for  declassification  unless  they  concern  'still  effective  orders 
and  instruction  concerning  the  operation  of  agents  [emd]  sensitive 
technical  details.'^  Documents  impinging  on  'personal  privacy' 
may  be  withheld  up  to  75  years.  It  remains  unclear  when  and  to 
what  extent  researchers  will  be  able  to  access  these  records 
because  of  the  lack  of  '*  '^gislation  on  the  status  of  official 
secrets.^  Both  the  Russian  Ministry  of  Security  and  the  Foreign 
Intelligence  Service  still  control  most  of  these  records,  and, 
although  some  material  is  being  released,  the  revelations  are 
selective  and  are  being  used  as  weapons  in  political  infighting  in 
Moscow.^ 

Second,  the  content  and  location  of  the  KGB  archives  are  hard 
to  determine,  since  KGB  personnel  constantly  shredded  documents  or 
kept  them  in  sealed  bags  or  containers,  or  transferred  holdings  to 
other  archives  that  have  yet  to  be  discovered,  i^parently,  many 
culturally  and  politically  in^rtemt  materials  were  destroyed

throughout  th«  Soviet  period.  Fomer  KGB  Chaiman  Vadim  Baicatin 
stated  that  many  holdings  had  been  destroyed  by  some  KGB 
enqployees— including  580  volumes  of  Sakharov's  diaries— because  they 
contained  sensitive  materials  concerning  'current  subjects*  under 
debate.^  If  not  destroyed,  other  materials  might  have  been 
transferred  to  other  archives.  For  example,  files  about  the  fate 
of  Swedish  diplomat  Raoul  Wallenberg  have  been  found  in  the  Center 
for  Preservation  of  Contemporary  Documents  emd  not  in  the  KGB 
archives . ^ 

The  KGB  archives  are  organized  into  three  autonomous 
holdings:  the  KGB  Central  Archive,  the  First  Chief  Directorate 
Archive,  and  the  Department  15  Archive  in  addition  to  Republican 
KGB  Archives.  The  KGB  archives  lack  appropriate  storage 
facilities,  adequate  archival  buildings,  zmd  equipment. 

ROB  CBRRAL  ARCBZVK,  FIRST  MAIM  DIRXCTORATI  ARCHIVS,  DIPARTHBIT  15 
ARCBXVB,  AMD  RMPOBUCAM  KGB  ARCHIVB8 

The  archives  of  the  KGB  encompass  a  rather  large  system  or 
network  of  all-union,  republican,  and  oblast-level  files. 
Roskaaiarkhiv  is  attempting  to  place  these  files  under  its 
jurisdiction  but  is  blocked  by  the  successors  to  the  KGB,  which 
refuses  to  release  materials. 

The  KGB  Central  Archive,  headed  by  Colonel  Ziupchenko, 
spanning  1917  to  the  present,^  is  organized  according  to  the 
former  security  organs  of  the  Soviet  state— VChkP  (Cheka,  1917- 
1922),  GPU  (State  Political  Administration,  1922-1923),  CX3PU 
(Unified  State  Political  Administration,  1923-1934),  NKVD 
(People's  Conmissariat  of  Internal  Affairs,  1934-1946),  MGB 
(Ministry  of  State  Security,  1946-1953),  and  the  KGB  (Cesanittee 
for  State  Security,  1953-1991)— by  their  main  directorates  and 
departments  for  each  year.  The  KGB  chief  directorates,

directorates,  and  departaents  trfere  the  Second,  Ihird,  Fifth, 
Seventh,  Eighth,  and  Ninth  Chief  Directorates,  Border  Guards, 
Secretariat.  Aefasinistrative  Departaent,  Finance  Departntent, 
Personnel  Departaent.  and  Technical  S\4>port.  Materials  found  in 
the  archives  fren  the  directorates  and  departaents  are  personal, 
handtnritten  notes  and  not  official  ck>cuaMnts.  The  only  exceptions 
are  the  records  from  the  Third  Chief  Directorate. 

Under  the  KGB  Central  Archive,  the  chief  directorates  and 
directorates  had  specific  collections.  The  Second  Chief 
Directorate  collected  files  on  political  dissidents,  foreigners, 
diplceats,  and  tourists,  %fhich  can  be  found  in  its  archival 
holdings.  The  Fifth  Chief  Directorate  has  holdings  on 
institutions  under  surveillance,  both  in  the  foraer  USSR  and 
foreign  organizations  that  broadcast  propaganda  into  the  Sovist 
Union  fron  outside  its  borders,  such  as  Radio  Liberty /Radio  Free 
Burc^.  The  Seventh  Directorate  handled  surveillance  and 
infiltration.  These  files  specifically  start  in  1945  and  contain 
infonsation  on  repatriations  and  prisoners  of  war.  Moreover,  each 
departaent  separated  its  materials  into  departmental  memos,  files, 
and  operative  files.  Overall.  KGB  operatives,  instead  of 
professional  archivists,  were  responsible  for  compiling  and 
organizing  the  records  within  the  archives.  These  is  no 
computerized  system  or  guide  to  assist  archivists. 

The  a<kBinistrative  arm  of  the  KGB  Central  Archivs  is  the 
Department  of  Registration  of  Archive  Funds  (formally  Department 
10) .  Its  chief  is  General  Anatolii  Afanasevich  Kraiiushkin. 
Kraiiushkin  rose  through  the  KGB  ranks  and  represents  a  break  from 
the  past  because  a  Party  apparatchik  always  headed  this  critical 
department.  With  the  collapse  of  Party  control,  the  KGB  Central 
Archives  became  autonomous . 

Other  KGB  archives  are  independent  from  the  KGB  Central 
Archive.  The  archives  of  the  KGB's  First  Chief  Directorate  were 
always  kept  separate  from  the  KGB  Central  Archive.  The  First 
Chief  Directorate,  responsible  for  all  foreign  operations  and 
intelligence-gathering  activities,  was  divided  into  both 
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fvmct tonal  sarvicaa— training  and  managanant  of  covart  agents, 
intalliganca  analysis,  collection  of  scientific  and  technological 
intelligence,  active  measures,  etc. -and  geographic  departments  for 
various  regions  of  the  world.  Each  functional  or  geographic 
department  contains  its  own  holdings,  which  have  been  transferred 
to  the  Foreign  Intelligence  Agency,  under  the  direction  of  Evganii 
Primakov,  located  away  from  the  canter  of  Moscow.  This  archive 
does  not  report  to  the  KGB  Central  Archive  or  Roskomarkhiv,  so  it 
has  total  independence  and  considerable  immunity  to  attenpt  to 
gain  access. 

The  KGB's  Department  15.  which  had  responsibility  for  state 
security  and  ruling  the  country  in  'emergency  situations  such  as 
nuclear  war,'  also  had  an  archival  system  separate  from  the  KGB 
Central  Archives.''  Very  little  information  has  been  released  on 
these  holdings. 

Declassification  within  the  KGB  Central  Archive  is  expected 
to  take  decades.  All  files  are  classified  secret  or  top  secret 
with  many  of  the  latter  housed  in  the  'Special  Files'  of  the 
Kremlin  Archives.*  According  to  some  Russians  who  are  familiar 
with  the  KGB  archival  system,  it  is  estimated  that  40  years  of 
Mterial  will  take  25  years  to  declassify.* 

The  archives  of  the  republican  KGB  organs  are  organized  in 
mich  the  same  way  as  those  of  the  directorates.  Located  in  the 
capitals  of  the  newly  independent  republics,  the  archives  are  in 
coiBplete  sets.  However,  the  republic  KGB  archives  would  not 
contain  information  on  border  troops  or  on  the  Third  Chief 
Directorate,  since  these  were  organized  primarily  along  service 
lines  or  by  military  district.

Unfortunately,  not  much  is  known  about  the  GRU  archive.  The 
GRU  archive  is  organized  along  similar  lines  to  the  KGB  Central 
Archives.  These  holdings  consist  of  six  sections  responsible  for 
various  geographical  locations.  Within  each  section,  notes  on 
different  aspects  of  intelligence-gathering  operations  were 
recorded,  such  as  reconnaissance,  electronic  intelligent.  -^, 
information  gathering,  personnel  records,  correspondence, 
reporters,  special  operations,  and  money  transfers.  These  were 
kept  in  chronological  order  and  are  completely  separate  from  the 
work  of  Roskomarkhiv.

Until  1991.  access  was  rarely  given  to  military  materials 
during  the  Soviet  period,  especially  to  Westerners.  The 
underlying  attitude  ms  confirmed  the  reaction  of  the  Soviet 
General  Staff  to  the  first  volume  that  appeared  of  a  projected 
ten-volume  military  history  of  the  Soviet  role  in  World  War  II. 

The  Staff  became  alarmed  at  the  draft's  sensational  description  of 
Soviet  b«ihavior  and  tactics.  They  vowed  to  keep  the  Defense 
Ministry  archives  closed  and  accused  the  lead  military  historic. 
General  Dmitrii  Volkogonov, ^  of  unpatriotic  behavior.  Following 
the  August  1991  coup  attempt  Md  the  warming  in  Russian-Americem 
relations.  Western  access  has  become  easier.^ 

The  CIS  military  archives  are  supervised  by  the  History- 
Archival  Department  of  the  General  Staff.  This  department 
administers  access  to  the  Central  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of 
Defense  and  the  Central  Naval  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of  Defense 
(see  Figure  3) . 

HXatOKT-ARCHIVAli  DIPAKWnT  OF  THB  OlHZltAL  STAFF 

The  History -Archival  Department  of  the  (General  Staff  is  the 
equivalent  to  Roskaaarkhiv  for  the  CIS  military  zurchive  system.  A 
researcher  needs  to  contact  this  body  first  to  gain  access  to  the 
military  archives.  This  orgeui  is  responsible  for  handling 
inquiries  to  use  the  holdings  of  the  military  archives  known  as

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the  Central  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of  Defense  and  the  Central 
Naval  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of  Defense.  Formal  access  letters 
should  be  sent  two  to  three  months  in  advance  of  a  visit  to 
Russia.  A  letter  of  intent  must  state  the  topic,  qualifications 
of  the  researcher,  precise  materials  needed  and  their  dates,  euid 
the  dates  the  researcher  plans  to  be  in  the  Moscow  area.  Western 
researchers  who  have  applied  for  access  have  been  approved 
frequently  since  1990.  This  body  also  functions  as  an  archive, 
since  its  holdings  contain  information  on  all  aspects  of  the 
Soviet  military  from  1918  to  1940.  The  last  known  director  of  the 
department  was  Igor  Nikolaevich  Venkov. ^ 

CnrTRAL  ABCHIVI  OF  THB  KINI8TR7  OF  DKFKH8B 

The  Central  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of  Defense,  located  in 
the  city  of  Podolsk,  near  Moscow,  contains  over  19  million  files 
on  the  Soviet  military  from  1939  to  the  present,  in  addition  to 
information  on  the  CIS  High  Command.  The  holdings  are  arrmged  in 
keeping  with  the  organization  of  the  Soviet  military  itself,  such 
as  military  districts,  okrugs,  and  forces.  The  high-security, 
centralized  military  repository  requires  access  approval  from  the 
Chief  of  the  History-Archival  Division  of  the  General  Staff.  The 
Central  Archive's  inquiry  office  is  quite  large,  since  it  responds 
to  over  a  million  inquiries  a  year  from  citizens  needing  official 
dociunents  related  to  military  service.  Thus,  postal 
communications  from  abroad  may  be  slow.  The  last  known  director 
of  the  Central  Archive  was  Nikolai  Petrovich  Brilev. 

Western  researchers  should  also  recognize  that  there  are  poor 
working  conditions  at  the  Central  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of 
Defense.  The  logistical  problems  related  to  the  fact  that  the 
archives  are  housed  far  outside  of  Moscow  are  further  conplicated 
by  a  lack  of  nearby  hotel  and  cafeteria  facilities  to  accommodate 
researchers.  Usually,  materials  requested  by  the  researcher  are

Little  is  known  about  the  current  status  of  the  Central  State 
Archive  of  the  Soviet  Amy,  located  in  Moscow.  Some  argue  that  it 
contains  over  3  million  files  on  the  Soviet  Armed  Forces  from  1945 
through  1987.  Others  maintain  that  it  holds  military  documents 
from  1917  through  1939.  It  could  be  that  neither  view  is  entirely 
accurate.  Although  their  exact  location  is  unknown,  files  after 
1987  are  located  in  the  Russian  State  Archival  system.  Access  is 
arranged  through  the  Chief  of  the  History-Archival  Division  of  the 
General  Staff. 

MZXiXTART  MBOICAL  MDSKOK 

The  Military  Medical  Museum,  located  in  St.  Petersburg, 
contains  medical  records  of  Soviet  servicemen  from  military 
okrugs,  groups  of  forces,  fleets,  and  flotillas.  Prior  to  their 
deposit  at  the  Military  Medical  Museum,  records  are  housed  at 
regional  military  centers  for  ten  to  fifteen  years.  Access 
requests  are  made  through  the  Chief  of  the  History-Archival 
Division  of  the  General  Staff. 

CXHTRAL  HAVAL  ARCHIVE  OF  THK  MINISTRY  OF  DBFBN8B 

The  Central  Naval  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of  Defense  is 
located  in  the  city  of  Gatchina,  near  St.  Petersburg.  The  Central 
Naval  Archive  contains  post-1939  naval  records  incorporatir j  over 
2  million  files  on  the  Soviet  fleet,  ships,  and  port  facilities.^ 
The  Center  also  maintains  a  large  inquiry  service  for  veterans 
needing  to  check  documents  relating  to  their  naval  service. 

Access  to  the  Central  Naval  Archive  of  the  Ministry  of  Defense 
requires  approval  from  the  Chief  of  the  History-Archival  Division 
of  the  General  Staff.  The  last  known  director  of  the  Central 
Naval  Archive  was  Yuri  Iveuiovich  Reznikov.

The  Russian  state  archival  system,  the  Russian  Foreign 
Ministry  archives,  the  Russian  State  Archives,  the  KGB  archives, 
the  GRU  archives,  and  the  CIS  military  archives  continue  to 
acquire  materials  from  various  sources.  According  to  press 
reports  and  interviews,  priorities  are  usually  given  to 
appraisals,  orgauii ration,  and  highlighting  the  files  that  may  be 
of  interest  to  the  public.  In  reality,  this  meems  that 
politically  charged  documents  supporting  Russia's  democrats  may  be 
released  first.  The  researcher  should  keep  this  fact  in  mind. 
Significantly,  access  emd  declassification  procedures  are 
inqportant  to  understand  if  the  researcher  seeks  docviments 
concerning  the  Soviet  period.

Xietters  and  Papers  Heeded  to  Gain  Access 

Access  to  roost  archives  has  been  reliuced.  No  longer  do 
prospective  researchers  need  to  submit  detailed  lists  of  every 
subject  by  year  in  advance,  except  in  the  Russian  Foreign  Ministry 
archives.  Currently,  all  Russiem  state  archives  operate  under  the 
same  general  guidelines.  Letters  should  be  sent  to  the  archive 
director  stating  the  specific  subject  roatter  and  tiroe  of  visit. 

It  is  possible  to  contact  Roskonarkhiv  directly  if  a  researcher 
has  probleros  with  access  from  the  other  archives  within  the 
Russian  state  archival  system.  However,  the  researcher  should  be 
warned  that  the  archive  managers  themselves  have  not  learned  how 
to  administer  holdings  meant  for  public  use.  Delays  zmd  confusion 
are  inevit2d>le. 

There  is  still  the  Russian  perception  of  Westerners  wanting 
to  use  the  archives  to  discredit  the  Yeltsin  government.  Some 
Russian  archivists  and  scholars  resent  any  in^lication  that  the 
archives  will  be  used  for  political  advantage  with  which  the  West 
could  gain  'the  upper  luuid.'  It  is  inqportant  to  state  at  the 
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outs«t  that  tha  rasaarchar's  affort  ia  for  acadamic  pursuit  only 
and  is  intandad  to  produca  mutual  undarstanding . 

Tachaleal  and  Vlaaaelal  Problaaw 

Although  much  of  tha  docuswntary  collactions  appaar  to  ba 
wall  prasarvad,  Russian  archival  officials  coBq;>lain  of  shortagas 
of  tachnical  aquipsMnt  and  staff  naadad  to  procass  emd  daclassify 
matarials.  Thasa  officials  ara  also  anxious  to  sign  agraamants 
with  Wastamars  for  monay  to  purchasa  photocopiars ,  papar, 
microfilm  raadars,  fax  machinas,  ate.  Tha  collapsa  of  tha  Russian 
econony  has  graatly  strainad  tha  Russian  Stata  archival  system  and 
the  archives  operating  outside  of  Roskonarkbiv  control.  These 
archive  officials  are  tempted  to  make  deals  to  grant  exclusive 
access  to  Westerners.^  Exclusive  deals,  however,  between 
Roakomarkhiv  emd  Western  institutions  are  ill  advised,  since  only 
a  fraction  of  the  materials  are  being  made  available  for  public 
consumption.  Moreover,  most  of  the  materials  released  through 
these  transactions  are  already  public  knowledge. ^ 

The  poor  financial  state  of  the  post-Soviet  archives  has 
given  rise  to  theft  euid  sale  of  documents  abroad.  Several  stories 
circulated  that  classified  materials  from  the  CPSU  Central 
Cesnmittee  were  'for  sale'  just  following  the  August  1991  coup 
attempt  for  several  hundred  U.S.  dollars  in  and  around  Moscow. 
Subsequently,  the  finemcial  crisis  and  the  need  for  hard  currency 
have  led  archive  memagers  to  sell  nmnuscripts  and  cultural 
treasures  of  the  Soviet  period. 

OICLASSIFICATIOV  PROCXOORB8  AMS  TBS  IMf  OM  ARCHZVXS 

The  status  and  fate  of  the  archives  are  also  mnbroiled  in 
legal  emd  constitutional  debates  over  access  and  secrecy.  As  of 
the  fall  of  1991,  before  the  Soviet  Union's  final  collapse,  the 
USSR  Congress  of  People's  Deputies  was  considering  several  draft 
laws  on  the  archives,  but  these  were  shelved  at  the  demise  of  the

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Congress.  Th«  Russiem  parllaiMnt,  how«v«r,  has  b«an  dsbating  tha 
marit  of  a  similar  draft  law  on  tha  archivas  sinca  last  fall. 

Soma  Russian  specialists  argue  that  it  contains  ambiguous  language 
but  favors  tha  principle  of  equal  access  for  both  Russians  and 
Westerners.  Debate  on  the  archive  law  must  also  consider  Russian 
legislation  on  secrecy  that  is  expected  to  establish  rules  on  what 
sort  of  materials  can  be  released  to  the  public.  The  Russian 
government  has  already  placed  limits  on  access  to  archives  from 
the  Soviet  period.  On  January  14,  1992,  Yeltsin  issued  a  decree 
'On  the  Protection  of  State  Secrets'  that  bars  the  release  of  CPSU 
Secretariat  materials  less  than  ten  years  old  and  of  all  KGB,  GRU, 
emd  CPSU  foreign  policy  materials  between  1961  and  1981.^ 

In  the  view  of  many  of  the  archive  managers,  a  government 
policy  on  secrecy  is  needed  that  takes  into  account  the  rights  to 
individual  privacy  and  the  need  to  safeguard  state  secrets . 
RoBkomarkhiv  International  Department  Chief  Tarasov  stated  that 
his  orgemization  is  deeply  involved  in  the  Law  on  the  Archives  and 
in  negotiations  with  various  factions  within  the  Russian 
parliament  over  the  law's  status.  Besides  the  arguments  between 
various  factions,  the  Ministry  of  Security  and  Ministry  of  Defense 
are  participating  in  the  debate  on  the  archives,  to  protect  their 
holdings  and  keep  them  out  of  Rosktmarkhiv  control.*  The  problem 
is  that  there  is  no  real  legal  basis  for  archival  affairs  in 
Russia,  and  Roskomaekhiv  does  not  want  to  operate  without  any  firm 
guidelines. 

CDRRBMT  WESTERN  INITIATIVES 

Roskotaarkhiv,  under  Pikhoia's  direction,  has  considered  a 
number  of  Western  initiatives,  including  efforts  by  the  U.S. 
Library  of  Congress,  to  begin  exchanges  of  archivists,  documents, 
scholars,  and  exhibitions.  In  addition,  eunbitious  plans  put 
forward  by  the  American  Enterprise  Institute;  the  Hoover

Institution  on  War,  Psacs,  and  Ravolution;  and  Radio  Libarty/Radio 
Fraa  Europa  to  bagin  putting  tha  Russian  archivas  in  daskt^ 
computar  storaga  may  also  coma  to  fruition.  According  to  Pikhoia, 
microfilm  copias  of  matarials  from  tha  Russian  stata  archivas  will 
ba  dapoaitad  at  Hoovar  and  tha  U.S.  Library  of  Congrass,  at 
Romkaaarkhiv,  and  at  tha  Lanin  Library  in  Moscow.  Chadwyck- 
Haalay,  a  British  publishing  firm,  is  to  handla  worldwida  salas 
and  markating  for  tha  Hoovar- AoskoraarJchiv  pro j act. ^  As  part  of 
tha  contract,  Roskcmarkhiv  racaivas  copias  of  all  Hoovar 
Institution  racords  ralatad  to  tha  Russian  ravolution  ^uld  its 
aftarmath.  Howavar,  a  Roakomarkhiv  coomittae  is  still  determining 
which  files  will  ba  made  available  to  Hoovar.^ 

Several  other  ccmmarcial  ventures  search  for  historical 
matarials.  Tha  U.S.  Holocaust  Museum  hopes  to  continue  efforts  to 
film  archival  matarials  in  Moscow  and  tha  other  former  republics 
related  to  the  treatment  of  Jews  during  World  War  II.  Moreover, 
the  Intar-Documentation  Company  of  The  Netherlands  is  microfiching 
selected  19th  century  Imperial  Russian  governors'  reports  for 
their  collection. 

COHCUJSXOV 

The  post-Soviet  archives  present  substemtial  problems  for  the 
Western  scholar  euid  analyst: 

•  Declassification  will  remain  a  key  obstacle  to  any  quick 
access  to  records  in  the  post-Soviet  archives  found  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Russian  Cmnittee  on  Archival 
Affairs.  Little  movement  can  also  be  expected  on 
declassification  frcxn  the  defense  and  former  KGB  lobbies, 
since  they  seek  to  protect  their  interests.  The  Russiu 
government  has  acc«iinodatad  these  groups  by  placing 
further  limits  on  access  to  materials  from  the  Soviet 
period.

•  Throughout  the  former  Soviet  archival  system,  managers 
and  archivists  ccmiplain  bitterly  about  the  lack  of  funds 
and  mempower  needed  to  peel  away  years  of  secrecy.  One 
manager  stated  that,  based  on  current  funding  levels,  it 
will  take  a  decade  before  any  materials  cem  be  released. 
Other  managers  claim  that  disaster  is  inminent  in  the 
archives,  as  docinnents  decay  or  are  used  as  political 
weapons  to  embarrass  the  Soviet  regime. 

To  correct  their  fiscal  troubles,  many  archives  have  turned 
to  Western  funding  sources.  Roskamarkhiv  officials  are  prepared 
to  consult  and  collaborate  with  Westerners.  Opportunities  for 
Western  work  in  the  post-Soviet  archives  are  attractive  for 
historiems  and  policy  analysts  alike. 

U.S.  archivists  euid  other  specialists  could  be  of  great 
assistemce  in  preserving  and  disseminating  information  from  the 
post-Soviet  archives.  These  professionals  could  recommend  which 
holdings  should  have  the  highest  priority  for  preservation  and 
could  develop  reference  tools  to  help  locate  files.  Overall,  an 
unprecedented  opportunity  awaits  for  archivists  and  analysts  to 
help  solve  many  of  the  mysteries  surrounding  Soviet  decisionmaking 
since  1917.
